Island and there rejoined Mr. Kerr, 
the topographer who had descended a 
few days previous.

CAMPING ON THE OPEN GLACIER, 
So as to be out of the reach of ava- 
lanches.

California came to the front last week in 
great style, and lowered several records.

This 
yous however, Stamboul has suceeded in 

ating Axtell’s time a halt second, 
and as Axtell was sold for $100,000 it 
ought to make Stamboul equally as valua- 
ble. Nelson holds the world’s stallion rec- 
ord by the close margin of M of a second, 
but as Stamboul is now in magnificent con- 
dition, it will create no surprise if he does 
not travel this yearin 2:11. Senator Rose 
is especially proud of Stamboul’s perform- 
ance, and soisevery breeder who has a 
strain of Sultan biood im his stoock. Lucy 
R, that made a mark of 2:22 at the meet- 
ing last week in this city, is by Sultan, and 
will prove an exceedingly valuable brood 
mare. 

Another great pertormance at Napa was 
the smashing of the world’s yearling stall- 
ion record and the world's yearling 
record by Freedom, who, guided by the 
prince of drivers, Goldsmith, trotted the 
mile in 2:2934, beating the stallion record 
(2:35) and Norlains's record of 2:81. 
This wonderful performance will at- 
tract more attention East than it 
will on this coast, where sensational per- 
formances are becoming every-day features.

294, when only a few years ago an 
coed horse that could travel in 2:30 was 
considered a wonder. What a horse that 
can travel as a yearling in 2:298% will do 
when he is 4 or 5 years old is something 
that even the most ardent lover of horse 
flesh cannot picture, . 

Robert Bonner pays California a high 
zompliment when he says that he considers 
Sunol the fastest trotter in the world today. 
No man is a more capable judge than Mr. 
Bonner, and the strains that produced a 
Sunol will, in time, prodnce many more 
aon wonders and more Stambouls and 

unols. 

One of the gamest, best and most valuable 
pacers in the world today is the Orange 
county horse, Silk wood. He is only four 
years old, and has never been properly 
handled. The day before his race with 
Hummer in this city, he was driven from 
Santa Ana to this city in a cart, a distance 
of over thirty miles. Then he was left in 
his stall without any care at all until he was 
driven out for his race, and he won it in 
straight heats in 2:18. 2:20 and 2:20, and 
during all these heats he never o 
made a 4 or a break. When he made 
record of 2:18 he finished wider a pull, 
and could easily have gone several seconds 
better. It is said that his owner has often 
driven Siikwood several hard miles 
and then allowed him to stand 
and let the sweat on bim, 
which is certainly no way to condition 
a racehorse.

A Bold Scheme to Beat the 
Bell Punch. 


HOW IT WAS TO BE WORKED, 


Narrow .Escape of Sarg Francisco 
_ Cable Companies From Whole- 
sale Robbery-Worse Than 
the “Brother-in-law,” | 


There isno doubt but what thousands of 
dollars are stolen every day by dishonest 


employés, not in large amounts, as when a 


bank cashier skips out to Canada witha 
gtip-sack full of “boodle,”’ or à trusted 
treasurer levants with the funds entrusted 
to his keeping, but “a nickel at a time,” by 
the process familiarly known as “knocking 
down” or “holding out.“ The raliroad 
companies were formerly great sufferers, 
but the ticket system has been so perfected 
that with the aid of “spotters” and other 
checks,“ the leakage has been reduced to 
a minimum. ‘The “knocking down” of bar- 
keepers is sproverbial, but since the intro- 
duction of the double-back-action cash 
register” the “graft” has been very much 
cut down, aud now even the medieine- 
mixers“ in the best places can only afford 
oue or two cheap $1000 diamonds and a new 
$60 suitevery thirty days on a $75 a month 
salary, and their wives have to worry along 
on only three or four new silk dresses a 
season. 

But the street-car companies are now, 
and always have been, the greatest suffer- 
ers, aud botwithstanding all the precau- 
tions that are taken, hundreds of dollars 
are “absorbed” daily that should go into 
their treasuries, Bell punches, way blils, 
time cards, passenger slips and every other 
device has been tried, but in every case 
some scheme has been devised by which 
these safeguards could be beaten. The 


_ “brother-in-law” racket is still fresh in the 


minds of the Los Angeles public, in which 
a Dumber of arrests were made, but no con- 
viction could be secured. Other schemes 
have been tried with varying success, but 
the boldest and most original plan has just 
been exposed in San Francisco. The Chron- 
lole of Saturday gives the following account 
of the steal: 
A bold and original scheme, whereby 
very street car company in Sau Fraucisco 
would be at the mercy of thieving conduc- 
tors, has just come to light.

Patrick Keilum was at the head of the 
thieving scheme. Kellum was formerly 
Assistaut superintendent of the Metro- 
politan Street Railway system in Kansas 
City. After belug discharged from tlie 
employ of thé company, Kellum went to 
Deuver, where he presented forged letters 
ot introduction. to various railroad officials, 
Last August, under the n me of H. H. Ham- 
mond, president of the Denver Quick Tran- 
sit Company (a corporation in name only), 
Kellum sent a type-written letter to 
hi- 
cago, ordering a dozen street car registers to 
be sent by express.

“Detective Curtin was notified by the 
Pinkertons that one W. H. R>bertson had 
left Denver for San Francisco four weeks 
ago ago with ten Beadie registers and six 
Meaker punches in his possession. Rob 
ertson was supposed to receive mail here 
under the name of William Henry,” and 
was described as 30 years ot age, 5 feet 9 
inches in heignt, and as weighing 16% 
unds. Detective Curtin searched for 
obertson and soon “spotted”? him riding 
on street cars aud cable cars and ta king 
confidentially to the conductors. When 


the detective had made sure of his man the 


arrest was made. Robertson then made n 


full confession, in which he told the details 


of the scheme. 

“Tt seems that when the bell register ar- 
rives from the factory the die which makes 
the impression on the conductor’s slip is 
simply a circle, each cable line making a 
different die to take its place when the reg- 
isters are putin use. For instance, on the 
California-street line the conductors’ belli 
punch makes an oblong hole in the slip in-

Kellum then ordered sixteen 
Beadle registers, which I brought with me 
to San Francisco. We were to divide the 
profits on the results of the rental in this 


city. 

“The day after my arrival in San Fran- 
cisco 1 discovered that the Beadle register 
in use on all the cable rbads in this 
city. I also found that the dies in the 
registers would have to be changed, as 
they did not make the same kind of a hole 
in the slip as those in use. I first ap- 
proached « conductor on the Jackson- 
street line, and he thought it was a good 
scheme. I then talked with a conductor on 
the California-street line and he agreed to 
go into the business and punched a card for 
me 80 I could get a die made for bis dupli- 
The die on this road was 
the shape of the bottom ofananvil. I went 
to several machinists, but could not get the 
die made. Finally I got a watchmaker at 
536 Sixteenth street to do the work, for 
which I paid him $3.50. I placed this die 
in the register which is now used by the 

conductor on the California-street line. 
“IT taiked then with conductors on the 
Valencia, Howard, Geary, Sutter, Post and 


Powell-street lines, and the most of them 


were favorably inclined to the plan. The 
conductor on car 18 of the Omnibus 
line, and of car 1 on the Valencia-street 
line, wanted registers. we of the conduc- 
tors on the Geary-street | agreed ‘to use 
one if I would make it look old and plug up 
the small glass in the register. I had so 
many orders 1 could not fill them, because 
1 could not get the dies changed fast enough. 
The conductors on the steam division of the 
Cliff-House line were also tavorably in- 
clined tow rd the use of the register, 
“Kellum claimed that the registers were 
secured from the manufacturers witbout 
actually stealing them, and as the royalty 
was paid, neither the manufacturers nor 
the railroad companies could do anything 
with us. He said his knowledge of law 
would help him out of the scrape in case he 


was ever arrested, and said that I could not

be prosecuted, as 1 was simply acting as bis 
agent. He said that in Kansas City he had 
charge of the registers when the conductors 
turned them over to the office at night, and 
he was in the habit of regularly beating the 
company. Kellum sald that the business of 
renting registers was a very common. thing 
in Kansas City, St. Louis Chicago and Cin- 
cinnati, but thatthe scheme had never been 
tried in San Francisco, He told me that if 
I could not manage the business he would 
make a flying trip to the coast and show me 
how it was done.“ 

After his arrest here a day or two ago 
Robertson surrendered fourteen of the bell- 
punch registers to Detective Curtin. The 
prisoner left for Denver last night in charge 
of an officer. Both Robertson and Kellum 
will be tried together in Denver. Robertson 
has a young and pretty wife who followed 
him here about two weeks ago. She is still 
in the city, and will not return to Denver. 

It is not believed that the agent“ got as 
far as Los Angeles, but tnere is no doubt 
but what he intended to take in this city on 
his rounds, and would have paid his re- 
spects to the cable company here if he had 
not been nipped. 


MACADAMIZED ROADS. 


How They Are Laid and Why They Are 
Economical. 

Country ing has become a 
science, and the matter of a general re- 
form of the roads on a uniform system 
bids fair to become a political question 
in som states and many minor locali- 
ties, The most surprising fact so far 
developed in the recently revived discus- 
sion is that very few people (certainly 
not more than one in a thousand) whose 
business involves much hauling have 
any idea of the enormous loss caused by 
bad roads. Sir John Macneill by many 
careful experiments showed that the 
units of force needed to move a certain 
weight in a wagon varied as follows: 


On a very smooth, hard surface........ „ 8 
On a dry and clean rough stone road 5 
On same, very dusty..... ebeee 
On same, wet and mudd 
On a wet and muddy road........ „eee cose 


That is, he estimates that bad roads 
cost about 1,500 per cent. of waste labor! 

John Loudon Macadam traveled about 
80,000 miles to inspect and study the 
roads of Great Britain, and in 1816 in- 
troduced his method, which gained favor 
so rapidly that of the 25,600 miles of 
public roads in the kingdom 18,000 were 
macadamized within a dozen years. His 
system, however, was thought by some 
to be defective in one particular—a very 
important one in England—the method 
of preparing the foundation. Mr. Thomas 
Telford added the system of laying a 
rock foundation and giving the road a 
tolerably high central crown, so that 
system should properly be called the 
Telford-Macadam method. The im- 
proved or Telford-Macadam method is 
as follows: 

The grade should have a rise of at 
least one ings in thirty toward the cen- 
ter, and the ditches be not less than a foot 
deep, measuring from a cross section 
that is the base of the constructed road. 
On this base (which is the natural earth 
and should first be hard rolled) is laid a 
bed of stone, eight inches deep in the 
center and diminishing to six inches at 
the sides; the stones should not be more 
than eight inches or less than six inches 
wide; the smaller ones should be inserted 
by hand, so as to wedge the whole mass 
very tightly together. The stone surface 
is then ‘rammed and pounded till 
fairly smooth. 


but may be from the screened 
stone or rakings. This layer should be 
tour inches deep, and should be free from 
dirt and well rammed or rolled down. 
The surface layer of broken stone should 
be three inches deep, and should be select- 
ed with considerable care. Every stonein 
it should have passed through a two-inch 
ring before it is laid, and stones which 
are wedge shaped, or otherwise do not 
approach uniformity of measurement, 
should have no place. After this layer 
has been carefully prepared it is super- 
ficially rolled. Screened gravel or sand 


completes the process. 
The cost would be about three times 
that of the common gravel road, and, 


laid down that each should be at least 
three inches „thick, except the sand. 
The entire depth therefore of the rock, 
pebble and gravel structure would be 
about fifteen inches. Various modifica- 
tions of the system are therefore pro- 
posed because of a desire to economize. 
The arguments advanced in England 
for the Telford-Macadam system are 
very forcible, one of the strongest being 
the drainage secured by setting the long- 
est stones in such a way as to leave the 
structure quite porous below and yet 
very firm. Inthe United States, how- 
ever, more than one engineer declares 
that “if water goes through the roadbed 
it breaks up at times anyhow; the sub- 
stratum of rock does not prevent it.” 
Before the days of Telford and Macadam 
Great Britain had the same wretched 
system that still prevails in many parts 
of the United States, a system which re- 
quires the people of many a thinly in- 
habited and poor farming region to keep 
up the road between two populous towns. 
„Requires“ them to do itis only the 
legal expression, for they notoriously do 
not do it—a fact attested by ten thou- 
sand popular jokes on ‘‘western roads.” 
The so called turnpikes of Ohio and 

„ macadamized roads” of Indiana are 
ically the same thing—a gravel 

road only, requiring frequent patch- 
ing,” but hardening and improving by 
time, provided the hauling is not too 
heavy at the start. It certainly seems 
time for a general reform of the country 
roads all over the nation. :

NEW ORLEANS POLICE BELIEVE 
THEY HAVE THE MAN. 


Forty Italians Arrested as Sus- 
picious Characters—They Had 
Just Arrived and Were Listen- 
ing to a Harangue.

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 19.— The police 
tonight arrested about forty Italians, 
whom they found congregated in a 
store on Burgundy street, listening to 
a harangue by one of their number, 
charging that it was an unlawful as- 
semblage. The police assembled in 
force and gathered in the whole crowd. 
When examined at the station it was 
found that the men had just 
arrived from Chicago this morning and 
that none of them had any money. 
As they could give no good reason for 
having come here, they were booked as 
dangerous and suspicious characters. 

The police tonight also arrested 
Manuel Pietro, whom they charge, 
not only with being one of the men 
concerned in the Hennessy assassina- 
tion, but is actually the man who 
fired the fatal shot.

I have known them to form a line 
from the side of a room, by the side 
of a brussels carpet, over the carpet to 
the corner of a table cloth and upon 
the table by the hundreds.

United States a growing tendency, on 
the part of individuals and organiza- 
tions to make use of the boycottin en- 
forcing demands, justand unjust. The 
Bee has repeatedly denounced the boy- 
cott as cowardly and un-American, 
for it has seen that the inevitable re- 


the destruction of the freedom of 
thought and action which is the boast of 
the nation. What becomes of our free- 
dom of speech if he who dares to say 
what he thinks is to be placed under the 
1 Nees by those who happen to think 
differently? What becomes of Amer- 
ican manhood if any individual or col- 
lection of individuals arrogate to 
themselves the right to force, by boy- 
cott, the adoption of their own views 
and principles, whether right or 
wrong. 

The boycott is far mening. The 
man who today allows himself to be 
forced into breaking off all friendly or

Wheat vs. Bananas. 
[San Francisco Bulletin. 

Editor Bulletin: An item that period- 
ically goes the rounds of the press (see 
Saturday’s Bulietin) is that Humboldt 
said that 120 square yards of ground 
produces 4000 pounds bananas, while 
the same area will produce only thirty 
pounds wheat or eighty pounds po- 
tatoes. 

Now, 120 square yards is about one- 
thirteenth of au acre, which latter, ac- 
cording to the above, would produce 
52,000 pounds bananas and, respectively, 
about four hundred pounds wheat or 
1040 pounds potatoes. The facts are 
that in the richest soil bananas are 
planted at least six feet apart, say, 
thirty trees to 120 square yards, aver- 
aging less than forty pounds per bunch, 
or 1200 pounds, 90 per cent. being 


Wheat on equally good soil will yield 
about two bushels, or 120 pounds, and 
potatoes abuut two thousand pounds, 
or 200 pounds solid matter. It will 
thus be seen that the wheat furnishes

Dress as She is Worn in the 
Low Countries. 


WHERE PICTURESQUE PEASANTS 


Still Survive— Belles of McAllister- | 


ville in Swiss Bodices—Schevan- 
ingen Fishwives—Hair Orna- | 
ments Like Bed Springs.

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AMSTERDAM, Oct. 10.—[Special Cor- 
respondeace of Tue TiMeEs.} The 
broad canal winds siuggishly through 
the rank grass lands, avd the 
trees silently drop yellow leaves 
upon its stream. The round 
towers of the windmills zig-zag across 
the landscape, their huge sails turning 
with slow dignity, the thatch and tiles 
of their roofs biending in black and 
gray tones. Here the narrow fronts 
and quaint gables ofa village hang upon 
the water’s edge and children bend 
over the wattied, twig-woven banks, 
floating for boats their wooden shoes; 
there a long-legged stork rises from 
among the feeding cattle and a soli- 
tary farm-house lifting its high black 
top above a thicket of willows is the 
only sign of human activity to break 
the monotonous scene. 

The draw-boat (trekschuit) has not 
Mauy passengers, and the tow rope 
lazily sags in the rushes. The horse 
on the tow-path jogs along leisurely;. 
the short, square-set, stolid fellow who 
rides him sits sidewise, woman-fasbion, 
pipe in mouth, white painted shoes 
dangling. But now we passed a barge 
like our own, a round-shouldered 
skipper at the tiller, a peasant woman 
aud a young girl drawing. 

A tellow-voyager unfolds ber lunch 
from a handkerchief. The little round 
white dried fish takes a good deal ef 
preparation. She takes scissors from 
her pocket and clips from one and then 
another the fins and the tail. Then 
she removes the skins, a small black 
dog watcning anxiously for each par- 
ticle. ‘Als t u belieft, mevrouw” (if you 
please, madam), sue says, offering a 
share of the almost transparent Dutch 
duinties. I biush for having shown so 
plainly my curiosity, She has bread 
with her and a bottle of beer. I take 
her to be a Frieslander from her metal 
skull cap which lies close to her tem- 
pies and shines with the gleam of sil- 
ver-gilt through the meshes of the 
la e cap which covers it. Above each 
ear projects a large spiral ornament of 
gold. As we drift through the 
hazy October sunshine I compare the 
great twists mentally with the springs, 
ofabed and wonder at the resem- 
blance. She wears a short dark blue 
skirtand a black apron. She has a 
shoulder shawl in black and purple 
tolded across her bosom, Sue belongs 
very evidently, in spite of her head- 
dress, to the peasantry, and not to its 
well-to-do section. I remember hear- 
ing that ornaments of considerable cost 
are still handed down among the more 


primitive country people from mother 


to daughter as heirlooms. Vaguely I 
resolve, when the lotus-éating spell of 
canal-boat life shall be off me, to 
ask about these things. 

In few spots east of Russla, outside 
of the Black Forest and. especially of 


Holland, ‘are the pictaresque peasants’ ’ 
costumes still worn simpiy and wird- 


out seif-consciousness,‘as in the days 
before fashion became cosmopoli- 
tan, The Italian peasant looks at life 
from the model’s standpoint, and the 
Swiss has an eye to tourists and the 
profits tobe made from them. Just as 
the Scotch Highlander covers his knees 
with trousers unless he happens to be 
looking for employment as a guide or 
sees seme way in which, with the au- 
tumn visitors, kilts may advantage 
him, so the pension-keeper at Lauter- 
brunnen, or eveu in the remoter Alpine 
valleys, is clothed mucb like the wife 
of a non-prosperous American farmer 
throughout the winter; but when the 
snows melt and the dollars won in 
Chicago pork or Nevada silver loom up 
in immediate and glorious perspective, 
then she brings out cheerily her black 
velvet laced bodice and her snowy- 
white chemisette with stiffly-starched 

wing sleeves. From their hidden 
recesses she fetches silver chains to 
clasp in front and behind, dangling 
under each arm. Then she takes her 
lace cushion or her bobbins and sits in 
the doorway of her chalet-like cottage, 
and the wandering Kansas City maid

I wonder can any philosopher an- 
swer me why, since women are reputed 
the creatures of whim and fancy, 
changing their clothes with every sea- 
son, the old costumes survive in so 
many ingtances with them, while the 
corresponding dress of the men has 
entirely disappeared. One still sees 
now and then a black coat lined with 
red about Niederwasser, or in some of 
the Black Forest villages, but in Ger- 
man Lorraine, where even in Strass- 
burg aud Metz the market women have 
not abandoned their flapping head 
dzesses of broad black ribbons, there is 
nothing to distinguish their husbands 
and brothers from Frenchmen and 
Britons.

Above the band is worn 
a full veil of white lace, or at 
the least of fine lawn with a 
delicate lace border; this hangs down 
upon the neck and shoulders 
and is secured upon the bair py large 
gold pins. Long and often costly gold 
earriugs complete this elaborate head- 
gear, which with the addition of a 
necklace of gold beads is a woman’s 
pride and frequently her only dowry. 
Dozens and scores of such head-dresses 
give to the Alkmaar market a look of 
gayety and prosperity that is rare 
enough iu peasants, except in plodding, 
prosperous Holland. 

The fisnwives of Scheveningen have 
altered their dress but little in cen- 
turies. Between the broad streets and 
French costumes of The Hague, only a 
few miles distant, and the windy duues 
with herring pinken“ pulled up on 
the beach and unloaded by wemen iu 


huge straw hats, spreading like wines

When the present 
House of Representatives was organ- 
ized the Republicans had a majority 
in that body of eight members. After 
the admission of the new States and 
the settlement of the contested seats.

Congress. S0 far as the élections have 
zone, they ma 
sion of public judgment on the leadi: g 
measures of tlie Republican adminis- 
tration. 
At least four States have been ger- 
rymandered in order, if possible, to 
give Democratic majorities. The most 
flagrant instance was that of Ohio. 
Under the old arrangément of Congres- 
sional districts it was next to impos- 
sible to elect a oe sg | of Democrats 
to the lower house. The State is Ro- 
publican by majorities ranging from 
twenty thousand to thirty thousand. 
This majority could not be overcome in 
any other way than by a rearrange- 
mentof the Congressional districts. 
McKinley’s district, which covered a 
handsome Republican majoritv, was 
gerrymandered so as to show a Demo- 
cratic majority rangingfrom two thou- 
sand to two thousand five hundred. 
This is the majority he must overcome 
if he wius a seat in the next Con- 
gress. Carlisle and Mills and 
other free traders have been 
drafted into service in that district. 
McKinley, as the author of the present 
tariff, is now drawing the fire of all 
the prominent opponents of that meas- 
ure. The first onset was made upon 
Reed, with a result that was more 
than usually disastrous to his oppon- 
ents. Reed, Sherman and others will 
be heard in the McKinley District dur- 
ing the next few days, 
‘he struggle during the next eigh- 


trol of the lower house of Congress. 
There ought to be a full Republican 
delegation returned to Congress from 
this State. The tariff and other legis- 
lation have been of the utmost impor- 
tance to the industrial interests of Cali- 
fornia. The recent legislation has 
been friendly to every important prod- 
uct of vineyard, orchard and tield. 
There are good reasons for believing 
that the political contest now drawing 
go near to a close, will result in an in- 
creased Republican majority in the 
next Congress.

THE MAKING OF ROADS. 


France Leads in Excellence—English Bad 
and American Worse. 

Joseph Pennell, the artist, recently 

wrote an article entitled. What I Know 


About Roads.” He says some of the 


vilest roads he has ever ridden on are in 
England. This will be news to many 
people who have looked on English 
roads, especially in comparison with the 
highways of America, as being well 
nigh perfect. He says there is not a 100 
mile stretch of roadway in England that 
is in good condition, and not a foot of it 
anywhere that is as well kept as it 
ought to be. 

Whether this is true or not there is no 
question that America can double dis- 
count England or any other country in 
vile roads. The American method of 
roadmaking is singularly well adapted 
to the production of the poorest possible 
kind of road. In most counties of the 
United States a road tax is levied, but 
the farmer or other person taxed has the 


much being allowed for a man and so 
much for a team of horses each day. 


labor is more plentiful than money, and 
so the making of roads is left entirely in 
the hands of the farmers along the road, 
and even when money is collected that 
money is expended by hiring more of 
the same kind of labor, and none of this 
labor is ever under the direction of any- 
body who knows the least thing about 
road making. 

In Canada the state of things is as bad. 
The tax is reversed there—that is, a cer- 
tain amount of statute days of labor is 
put against each person, and the person 
has the option of paying in cash $1 for 
each day's work if the person does not 
desire to do the work himself or hire 
it done. The roads are under the charge 
of a pathmaster who is appointed annu- 
ally, and who has charge of a certain 
district. The pathmaster knows noth- 
ing whatever of the practice or theory 
of making roads, and never has an in- 
stance been known where he endeavored 
to learn anything about it. 

The working out of statute labor is 
looked upon both in Canada and the 
United States as a grand holiday, when 
neighbors unite and work just as little 
as they possibly can, loafing a great deal 
of the time under shade trees and swap- 
ping yarns and gossip. What work is 
done is the digging of useless ditches 
that lead nowhere, and the piling of dirt 
in the center of the road, where it makes, 
when the fall rains come, one great heap 
of unfathomable mud. This goes on 
year after year, and the consequence is 
that the roads in the rural districts of

And Mr. Pen- 
nell tells us how it is done in France, 
Every mile or two along the French 
roads you will find a man breaking stone 
into pieces about two and a half inches 
square.

THROWING THE DART. 


AN ODD IRISH CUSTOM WHICH 
TAKES PLACE NEAR CORK. 


The Ceremony Dates Back Hundreds of 
Years—It 


Mayor of the City Is Elected-—Queens- 
town Harbor Is Crowded at the Time. 


Beveral New Yorkers were fortunat 


enough whilé waiting for the American 


steamer at Queenstown to witness the 
performance of a curious and ancient 
rite by the mayor of Cork to which some 
of them had been specially invited, the 
American consul there, John J. Piatt, 
taking a prominent part in the cere- 


mony. This curious survival of feudal) 


forms is called throwing the dart.” 

Its origin is lost in the twilight of an- 
tiquity, but it undoubtedly had some 
significance in ancient times, long be- 
fore firearms were invented and when 
darts, bows and arrows, arquebuses and 
other such mechanical instruments of 

on were the only known weap- 
onsin warfare. Cork being one of the 
oldest cities in Europe its civic consti- 
tution involves many strange customs 
uulmown in any other town of the 
world, but of these the throwing of the 
dart is among the strangest. ° 
By the ancient charter of the city its 
man is not only mayor, but ad- 
miral of the port as well, and this port, 
embracing Ousenstown, has especial in- 
terest for Americans because, next to 
New York, it is the most important port 


of American traffic in the world. The 


old charter of Cork, which is one of the 
most ancient documents in Ireland, is a 
curiosity of municipal documents. 
of its provisions requires one of 
the city officials, attendant upon the 
mayor, to wear on formal occasiens ‘‘a 
remarkable hat.” The hat which this 
dignitary wears annually is certainly re- 
markable, for it@ nearly three feet in 
height. sloping gradually toward the 
top, made of brown fur, and with a 
straight brim. 
AN ANCIENT CEREMONY. 

By the charter of Cork the mayor is 
required at stated intervals many years 
apurt to go out to the entrance of the 
harbor in the corporation barge,” and 
there, attired in his robes of office and 
attended by the chief dignitaries of the 
city, to throw a dart out to sea, and the 
place where it falls in the water is to 
mark the Hmits of his jurisdiction as 
simiral of the port.

present mayor of Cork, evidently being 


determined to comply with every re- 
quirement of his office, prepared to cele- 
brate the event’ upon a grander scale 
than ever before. Instead of the corpo- 
ration barge, another civic institution, 


‘created centuries before steamboats were 
‘known and now ‘relegated gut of exist- |. 


ence, a large steamboat Was hiréd and 
nearly a thousand invitations were is- 
sued, while a band and an ‘elaborate 
luncheon were provided. = 

Besides Mr. Piatt, the American con- 
sul at Cork, many Americans were pres- 
ent, and it was recalled that the last 
time the ceremony was performed it 
was witnessed by Congressman Patrick 
Collins, of Massachusetts, who was re- 
turning froma trip to Europe at the 
time. 
The sea was perfectly calm on the day 
of the ceremony. On the way down the 
beautiful River Lee the steamer stopped 
at Blackrock castle. where the mayors 
in ancient times held an admiralty court. 
and here Mayor Daniel Horgan, with 
several of the aldermen, stepped ashore 
and walked to high water mark to assert 
their jurisdiction over the river, in ac- 
cordance with another ancient custom. 
MANY DARTS WASTED. 

The steamer Commissioner, with the 
party aboard, then steamed out between 
the forts at the entrance to the harbor, 
and in a perfectly smooth sea came toa 
stand at a line drawn between Poer and 
Cork heads, more than fifteen miles 
from Cork. The mayor then took his 
stand upon the bow, dressed in his robes 
and chains of odice, and with the long 
and heavy dart in his right hand made 
a brief address to the guests, who in- 
cluded bishops, members of parliament 
and representatives of foreign govern- 
ment. 

He welcomed the Americans present 
in the name of the city, and said that the 
dart was such a heavy one that he did 
not think he could add much to his pre- 
vious jurisdiction. After speaking of 
the antiquity of this picturesque custom 
he turned. and, amid great cheering, 
threw the dart into the sea, where it 
landed thirty feet from the vessel and 
immediately sank. Several amateur pho- 
tographers were present. 

The steamer then proceeded to Rostel- 
lan castle, upon which a flag with the 
arms of the city was flying, and where 
all present were entertained by Sir John 
Pope Hennessy and Lady Hennessy. 
The ceremony of throwing the dart is 
performed on the spot which the Ameri- 
can steamers cross when entering Queens- 
town harbor, and it has been repeated 
for so many times that it is estimated 
there must be nearly a hundred darts at 
the bottom of the ocean.—New Yor 
World.
